The UryUidar fauna of the Mentawi Islands dues not présent 
very pecnüar characters; it borrows its déments from the ncigh- 
bouring faunæ of Java and Sumatra. This fauna is particularly 
rieh in Trigouidihuc and Eneopteriver; the Nemobüna and tlie 
and the true GrylLincc, on the contrary, are less numerous titan in 
the Indian fauna. Amoug tire ratlter characteristic gênera the 
following are to be mentioned: Parcndaçustcs, Xisitra, Cardiodctc- 
tylus, Heterotrypus, Itara, Ptcroplislus, Lebinthus ; most of these 
are pttrely Malaysinn généra, but some of them are also represented 
in the oceanic région and tovvards the Philippine islands, 

During their visit in 1924 to this group of islands off the west 
coast of Sumatra' Messrs. C. Boden Ivioss, X. Smedlcy and H. H. 
Karny secured a certain number of new species; but very few of 
them, if any, should yet be considered as truiy endentic species; 
they wilt very lilcely be fourni again in the neighbouring large 
islands. 

As a wbole the Gryllid fauna of the Mentawi Islands is the 
typical Malavsian fauna, the afrinities of which are divided hetwisen 
India and the oceanic fauna but more decided towards the latter 
than towards the former . 1
